This  was  something  of  a blow  to  Coach  Stan  Watts  cagers 
since  press  reports  eminating  out  of  New  York  had  indicated  that 
the  second  place  club  in  the  Skyline  Conference  would  receive  an 
NIT  bid.  . , 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Brighams  would  have  made  a 
good  showing  in  the  tourney,  and  in  some  cases  the  BYU  re- 
cord of  18-8  surpassed  the  slates  of  teams  in  the  NIT.  Also, 
the  Cats  had  faced  and  overcome  far  superior  opposition  than 
had  many  of  the  eastern  clubs  in  the  NIT. 

Possibly,  some  sportswriters  may  have  blown  the  NIT  bid 
out  of  proportions  when  actually  the  group  wasn’t  planning 
to  invite  a Western  club.  Until  the  reasons  are  brought  to 
light,  we  feel  that  someone  has  some  explaining  to  do.  The 
powers  to  be  owe  it,  in  good  faith,  to  the  BYU  coaches  and 
players  who  were  led  to  believe  that  the  NIT  bid  was  virtually 
theirs  for  the  asking.

This  writer  can  remember  the  days  when  the  NIT  conducted 

eight-team  tourney,  bringing  in  good  teams  from  all  over  the 

country.  The  tournament  has  now  evolved  into  more  or  less  of  an 
eastern  championship,  which  is  going  to  dull  interest  in  the  NIT. 
Metropolitan  fans  see  local  clubs  play  all  year,  and  the  NIT  is  their 
big  chance  to  see  name  outside  teams  in  action. 

Sometimes  you  save  nickels  and  lose  dollars. 

Cougars  Consistent 

Figures  prove  that  BYU  has  been  the  most  consistently  high 
team  in  the  league  since  the  advent  of  Stan  Watts  to  the  Provo 
scene. 

A breakdown  of  conference  standings  from  the  1949-50  season 
on,  reveals  that  the  Cats  have  won  two  championships,  have  been 
runnerup  four  times,  and  finished  third'  once.  With  the  exception 
of  Wyoming,  no  team  in  the  league  can  match  this  performance. 

On  the  basis  of  allowing  one  point  for  first  place,  two  points 
for  second,  etc.,  and  dividing  the  totals  by  seven  (representing

BEGINNING  students  learn 
the  language  completely  from 
_ French  There  is  no  English  ir 
i the  texts  Students  use  an  all 
I French  dictionary  rather  than  ; 
1 French- English  vocabulary.  Lee 
tures  arc  given  in  French  as 
much  as  possible. 

There  is  seldom  occasion  to 
translate  from  one  language  to 
another,  according  to  the  in- 
structors. The  classes  are  based 
on  the  principle  that  students 
should  learn  from  the  beginning 
to  think  ' and  understand  in 
French. 

THE  PRINCIPLE  behind  the 
new  program  is  that  “transla- 
tion kills  the  spirit  of  written 
or  spoken  communication,”  ac- 
cording to  French  department 
spokesmen.  The  department 
feels  that  natural-method  lan- 
guage courses  could  be  a long- 
range  aid  to  international  un- 
derstanding and  tolerance. 

French  jokes  were  cited  by 
one  instructor  as  a measure  of 
the  program’s  effectiveness.  A 
first-year  class  laughs  immedi- 
ately at  jokes  which,  translated 
and  explained,  have  been  greet- 
ed by  past  classes  with  blank 
looks  and  the  question,  “Is  that 
French  humor?” 

STUDENTS  generally  seem  to 
be  developing  better  pronuncia- 
tion this  year  because  of  the  in- 
creased emphasis  on  practical 
conversation.' 

Beginning  students  this  year 
often  notice  and  point  out  faulty 
accents  of  upper  division  stu- 
dents and  even  students  who 
have  learned  their  language  in 
France,  instructors  said.
